ly. Here again we have aaother violation 
the spirit of the compact sanctioned by 
is law. 
Mr. Editor—from the remarks and review 
I have made of these laws, you will not ask 
me to express any further upon thems. 
jt has been my object and ale in these re- 
marks, firet to find out what is my duty; you 
sce the freedom with which I bave express- 
ced it. There affirm to you Mr. Editor, that 
with my knowledge of the discussions, and 
participation in drafting and presenting the 
articles of compect to the people of Oregon, 
that I cannot as presiding judge of a county 
court, consistent with my views and knowl- 
edge of our articles of compact, and of this 
law, comply with ns requisitions and give a 
license to “any person or persons,” or vagu» 
bond, who will presume to tender to me the 
Treasurer's receipt, as per ist section of 
this liquor or license law.

Max. Eprror—I am one who have long had 
an observanteye upon the advancing inter- 
ests of Oregon, having watched the progress 
of tho colony from its cradle—sometimes 
from a distance, and anon as a near specta- 
tor. Recontly 1 have perused with much 
intereat itd poriodwakisununary of intelli 

ence which you superintend, and which re- 
fects credit upon the enlightened enterprise 
of the citizens to whose patronage it owes its 
existence. 
tered myself that a few words, though put 
forward with much diffidence, wil] bo per- 
mitted room, nor bo deemed ‘ilsplaced in 
your columns, 

When first [ visited these scenes which 
are now alive with an industrious population, 
they were frequented by none, save the prim- 
itive inhabitants and the comparatively few 
of European descent attracted thither by 
views of commerce; where now tho clink of 
the anvil or the grating of the saw meets the 
enr, there was littlo to awake tho echoes of 
thoso deep solitudes, beyond the mouotonous 
ditty of the native Canoe Men, relieved og- 
casionally by less genial sounds, ‘Tima has, 
effected wonders, and as time advances, so 
doubtless must improvement keep with it 
hand in hand. Wholesome and in the main 
equitable laws, have been promulgated, and 
an enlightened press now exists to restrain 
by the appeal to public opinion, all those vi- 
olutiense the Jex non scripter which aro amo- 
nable solely to that unsparing tuibunal. 

This premised, I have a fow remnrhs. to 
alld. In perusing the abstract of the “Or- 
ranie Laws,” I observe corlain restrictions 


in regard to tho validity of Indian and other 
evidence ; butdiscover nothing, on the other, 
hand, tending to afford reciprocal protection 
tothe Indian-—the only pariy, becausel con- 
ceive, the most defenceless, in whose fayor 
it is now my attention to appeal. Indeed, I 
cannot but consider this, though it may arise 
possibly from oversight, asa very grave omis- 
sion. Nay, in ao far as legal enactment ex- 
tends, I sce nothing that affords in any way 
protection to the Native from those harrass. 
ing infractions upon hig liberty, and that ty- 
ranical oppression, which in a mixed com. 
munity, unrestrained by stringent Laws, aro 
daily and hourly manifested. Let us ro: 
fect that these poor people, howbelt low in 
the scale of humanity, and withal the orig. 
inal possessors of the fair regions which they 
see ocoupied by others, and what they may 
be pow said to inhabit upon sufferdnee only 
—a despised and unprotected race, debarrod 
from tho privileges of citizens, and virtual- 
ly outcasts upon the very soil which belongs

Carruns or Oir Fisues—Moses Morin, 
Esq., for a great number of years engaged 
in the Canada fisheries, having obtamed a 
patent in Canada for a now mode of making 
and spreading nets, for the purpose of cap- 
tuning those large oil fishes so very numerous 
on this side of the Atlantic coast; and being 
prevented by unforeseon circumstances from 
securing a like patent in this country, would 
he willing to dispose of his highly important 
mvention, which consists m raising from the 
water, without the least noise or danger of 
frightening the fish, and ini the incrediblo 
short space of ten minutes, a net of over 
twenty acres m length and about thirty feet 
m height, which is spread thus—one end be- 
ing secured to the shore, the net is carried 
out five or six acres in the water, (provided 
the water is not geeper than the height ofthe 
net;) then it is made to run a line parallel 
to the shore, tho distance of about twelve 
acres; finally, the other extremity is direct. 
ed toward tho shore, ee 

Tho lower extremity of the net is firmly 
held, by means of anchors, to the bottom, 
where it lies in tho way it has been spread. 
When it is known that the fish have entered 
the enclosure, then one single man, from the 
shore, may raise tho whole of the upper part 
of the net to the surface of the water, so as 
to have a full view of the whole of it, in the 
space of time above stated; and the fish, 
being thus entirely surrounded, aro easily 
driven ashoro and destroyed. ‘The net may 
be made smaller, or even larger, than above 
described, to suit localitics. The whole ap- 
paratus might be easily managed by ten 
men, 

Mr. M. is confident that, on Ins fishing 
grounds, he can capture yearly, with one net 
one thousand or more fishes, yielding, on an 
average, as much ol as would make each of 
them worth forty dollars. Merchants exten- 
sively engaged in fisheries may then calcu- 
late the immense advantage such an inven- 
tion might be ta them, 


Strerzenps IN Jupea.—Shortly after leav- 
ing the city we met several flocks of sheep, 
preceded by their shephords, walking slowly 
toward Jerusalem, and at once the full force 
of all tho beautiful imagery, and the many 

rom such scenes 
and associations, and so often alluded to in 
Scripture, camo vividly before me. Theso 
Arab shepherds, clad in tho turbans and sim. 
ple abbas worn by their class and carrying a 
wooden crook in their hands, walked In front. 

The sheep which aroa Pecullat and very 
handsome breed, are mostly low sized; the 
foreparts of their bodics are of a fawn color, 
the hinder parts white; they have long, pen. 
dent, silken cars and sweeping tails; their 
faces more oval and longer than the species 
in these countrics, and thoy have altogether 
a more pleasing, docile and mild expression 
of countenance. 

Not onvof them ventured before tho shep- 
herd, but stopped or quickened their paco as 
he did; or if a young and forward creature 
lagged behind, or e to cither side, a 
singlo word from thoir loader, often a very 
look, brought it back and checked its wan- 
dorings. A few favorite lambs frieked about 
their master, rubbing themeclves against his 
legs and garments. 

After the sheep cams some young goats 


and lambs, and the whole procession olosed 
with about two dozen ofold patriarchal look- 
ing goats, which brought up the rear, ‘Those 
goats have long horns and pendent cars that 
hang almost to tho ground, and their hair 1% 
a glossy black and of the finest grain; the 
sheep and goats were porfeotly distinct. 

These shepherds are often to be seon about 
sunset, slowly ap Tashi the city from all 
sides, to seek shelter for their flocks, during 
the night, in somo of the decep valleys by 
which it 1s surrounded, carrying the lambs 
in their bosoms. It is almost meredible, the 
influenco that tho shopherds of Palestine 
possessoyer their flocks; muny of thom huve 
no dogs, but na word is quite sufficient to 
mako them understand and obey the wall of 
their shepherd. 

Ho sleeps among them at mght, and in the 
morning leads thom forth to pasture; always 
walking before thom, guiding thom to those 
places whero they cnn enjoy the best food, 
and resting when he thinks they havo‘obtain- 
ed a sufficiency, or during the heat of the 
day, in some cool shady place, whore they 
all immediately lie down around him. 

He has generally two or threo favorite 
lambs which do not mix with tho flock, but 
follow closo at his sido, frisking and fondling 
about him liko dogs; indeed the degree of in- 
telligence and understanding that oxists be- 
tween tho Arab and his flock is truly aston- 
ishing. “They know his voice, and follow 
him;” and “he careth for the sheep.” It 
was probably to such shepherds as these that 
the angel announced the glad tidings of the 
Saviour’s birth. —Wilde’s Narrative. 


Monunent to Dr. Watrs.—Our Lon- 
don correspondent alludes to the erection of 
a statue to the memory of Dr. Watts, in Ab- 
ney-park Cemetery., The ceremony of in- 
augurating this monument took place on the 
25th of November, the 07th anniversary of 
the death of Dr. Watts. On the ground of 
the cemetory formerly stood the mansion of 
Sir Thomas Abney, tho friend of ‘Dr, Watts. 
Iv this mansion Dr. W. died in 1748, after 
an abode of more than 30 years with Sir 
‘Thomas, and after `lus death with his lady. 
The monument, so appropriate to the place, 
is erected about tho centro.of.the grounds. 
It is a full length figure of the distinguished 
divine, mne fect, in hoight, and in academ. 
ical costume. Tho pedestal, of Portland 
stone, 1s sixteen feet high and six fect square. 
In the left hand is a book, and two other 
books arc upon a pillar on the right side.— 
The countenance is said to bear a strikin 
resemblance to the best portraits of, Dr. W. 
and the whole work 13 pro: “‘heautiful. 
On tho side facing van Pingel is the iu- 
scription, which is as follows: 

In memory af 
Isao Wart, D. D 
In testimony of the high and lasting esteem, in 

Which his character and writings were held, 

In the great Christian community whem the 
English language is spokore Of his Paalma and 
Hymns jt muy be predicted, In his own worda, 
‘Ages unborn will make his songs 
Tho joy and kibor of thoir tonguce’ 

We wus born at Southampton, July 17th, 3027. 

And died November 25th, 17-48,
